For the graduating students, tonight marks the end and the beginning of two different 
democracies. The democracy we are leaving is the one we have enjoyed for three or tour 
years at Western Canada High School. The one we are entering is the democracy of the 
Dominion of Canada. 

When we entered Western as scared, bewildered freshmen we did not immediately realize 
that it was a democracy we were getting into. We thought of it more as a huge overwhelming 
place with pitfalls lurking to catch the unwary. We could not find the right classrooms. We 
got lost in the tunnels. There were more teachers than we could conveniently remember the 
names of, and there were more students milling around us than we have ever seen together 
before. It was like a mass refuge camp for the first day or so, and then, suddenly, everything 
fell into place. We learned the difference between the East and West wings, and as we 
settled into our courses we remembered the teachers and even the rooms they taught in. 



And we learned other things too. We learned that we could vote for the people we wanted to represent us, 
that we could join any clubs we wanted to, that we could find friends among students from all over the city, student 
guidance, sports, electives, clubs, shop courses, and education were offered to us from an overflowing cornucopia. it 
was, indeed, a true democracy. 


In our democracy the Prime Minister is Mr. Woodman, the Cabinet the Students’ Union Executive, and the House 
of Commons the Union representatives elected from the different classes and clubs. The income experts are the 
teachers and the homework is the income tax we pay. 


But the greatest factor in our democracy is Free Enterprize—the chance that every student has to work and 
get ahead at whatever he is interested in, with the help of the wonderful teachers and equipment we have here at 
Western. We could go just as far and as fast as we wanted to, and only our own willingness to work was the 

measuring stick of how we succeeded. Opportunities lay all around us. Let’s hope that we have taken full advantage 

of these opportunities, because we are working for ourselves and our own happiness. 

Yes, Western has prepared us for life, not only with a good education, but with a good knowledge of democracy— 
what it gives, and what it demands. So that when we enter, as adult citizens, into democracy of Canada, we will 
know what a wonderful thing it is, and we will not take it for granted. 

The Dominion of Canada and we graduates are very much alike. We are both young and not quite fully matured. 
Bruce Hutchinson expresses this similarity exceptionally well in these lines of prose. My country is hidden in the 
dark and teeming brain of youth upon the eve of its manhood. My country has not found itself nor felt its power nor 
learned its true place. It is strength and weakness, despair and joy—for we are young, my brothers. But now our 

time has come and we are ready.” That’s Canada. That’s us. 


Let me tell you a graduation story: 

After checking out, dashing from school towards the bus ... I stopped in 
astonishment! 

Ahead, was not the small gateway on Seventeenth Avenue, but a monster iron barrier. 
Above the rusty lock, a strange sign read “THE WORLD.” 

“That sign surprises everybody,” chuckled a wise voice. Then I noticed the queer little 
man beside the gate. His eyes twinkled when he asked, “Shall I open the lock?” 

“Yes, please . . . No! I’m all confused. This big gate, that sign 
THE WORLD ...” 



“That’s why the gate is here,- —to make you stop and read the sign. You see, some people are unhappy. They 
race furiously along the highway of life. They don’t know where they are, or where they’re going. There are 
signs to tell them, but they never stop to look.” 


“Will I, too, be unhappy out there?” 


When the student’s ready, when 
he has faith in himself, we unlock the gate. You’re not afraid to go now, are you?”

married before her father will consent to her marriage. 

Petruchio, after learning this from his friend Hortensio, a suitor to Bianca, agrees to 
help him by marrying Kathrine. Baptista, the girl's father, does not consult Kathrine 
before giving his consent to the marriage of Kathrine and Petruchio. Kathrine, upon the 
discovery of this scheme, refuses the agreement. 


In the next delightful scene between Kathrine and Petruchio, he uses brute force, in a 
proposal of marriage, to persuade Kate to say yes. 



Arrangements for the wedding are made but alas, no Petruchio! Just as all have 
given up hope, Petruchio, the worst for liquor, and in 
no condition to carry out his duties as a groom, arrives 
to claim his bride. After the wedding, despite pro¬ 
tests from Kathrine, Petruchio forces her to return 
home with him before their wedding guests have time 
to celebrate the event. Petruchio makes a 
wager that his wife will do anything that he bids. 

The wives of Hortensio, and Lucentio do not come 
when requested, but Kate, who is now faithful, does 
his bidding, thereby, Petruchio wins the wager, and 
at the same time proving he has tamed "Kate," the 
shrew. 
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Christopher Sly imagines that he is Petruchio, 
and goes home determined to tame his own Shrew.
